The Service is scheduling public 
meetings on designation of areas and 
trails as open, closed, or restricted. 
Don’t let the Sierra Club types pack ‘em 
like they have in California. 


Husky team riders Bob Grossi and Gary 
Semics practiced a bit too hard — on 
each other. Bob’s injured knee and 
Gary’s cracked elbow may sideline them 
both for the rest of the Trans-AMA 
series. 


Interesting sidelight' — counting dirt 
track points only, Kenny Roberts would 
have barely edged Gary Scott in AMA 
Nationals by just 13 points — 1403 to 
1390. 


Buco’s answer to the Goodyear Blimp — 
their rescue helicopter — took care of 
mostly minor injuries during the 
S.C.O.R.E. AC-Delco Riverside bash, 
their first customer, ol’ PJ himself. 
Parnelli dinged his knee falling off his 
pit bike. The one exception was for Bill 
Saltzman, who suffered severe head 
injuries Sunday and was rushed by the 
big chopper to emergency treatment in 
less than 10 minutes. All kidding aside 
— it was nice to know that thing was 
there. 

That “Happy powder puffer” 
we pictured in the Pucker Bunny 
Enduro coverage was a boy! Sorry, 
Rick. Cut your hair. 


The Missouri State Park System, 
observing its 50th anniversary with a 
motocross? Yup, and with the help of 
‘the Missouri Motorcycle Association, 








they've got three major parks opened up 
for. motorcycle trail riding. “‘California, 
eat your heart out,” this seems to say. 


Missouri motorcyclists retained an 
attorney and got a controversial “Ad 
Valorem” tax. on vehicles ruled 
unconstitutional. People must be pretty 
smart in the show-me state. 


A United Fund benefit motocross is set 
for November 10 at 395 Cycle Park, 
Adelanto, California.. Look for 
Hi-Desert MX in the calendar. 


An English law against fiberglass fuel 
tanks is keeping many Bultacos out of 
the Ol’ Sod, including the 360cc 
Montjuich Replica. Maybe they'll send 
England's consignment here. 


It could be the world’s first cantilever 
swingarm thumper — a 250cc 
Cheney/Honda that weighs in at 212 
pounds. Eric is also working on a 385cc 
XL that he hopes will be quick enough 
to challenge the 500cc class. You can’t 
call the 250 version a true monoshock, 
as it uses a pair of Girlings behind and 
under the tank. 


Having won everything in sight, Yamaha 
is expected to drop Gene Romero and 
Don Castro from the factory racing 
effort in 1975. Ken Roberts will 
continue as the sole factory rider, with 
Kel Carruthers now doing the 
preparation_on both the road racing and 
dirt track machinery. 


After November first, jurisdiction over 
California cafe racers’ favorite 
Mulholland Highway will be taken over 
by the West Valley CHP office, after 
state statisticians decided that forty 
bikers killed or hurt in a year was too 
much for one stretch of road. Holding 
an informal meeting at the Rock Store 
(where the cafe people were 
conspicuous by their absence) the cops’ 
basic message was cool it, so hard-nosed 
enforcement won’t be necessary. 


Invitees to CERA's November 9 Baker 
to Ash Meadows Night Enduro, don’t 
come after all. The event is cancelled — 
too many BLM type hassles.

Penton wins Cotton Bowl 
National Enduro 


AMARILLO, TEXAS, OCT. 27 
Twenty-year-old Jack Penton 
dropped a total of 11 points in 
winning his second consecutive 
National Enduro. In what Penton 
described as a “demanding and 
challenging 118-mile course of sand, 
mud holes, and brush.” Only 60 out of 
the original 598 starters finished within 
the one-hour grace period. 

As of eight p.m. Sunday some 70 
riders were still unaccounted for. Over 
100 bikes had been abandoned on the 
course. Heavy rain Sunday night 
hampered recovery efforts which 
continued through Monday. 

Jim Fortune won the “A” class, 
dropping 21 points on a 400 Husky. 
Gene Kyson dropped 65 points to win 
the “B” class on a 125 Can-Am. 


Leavitt continues trials 
series domination 


MINERAL WELLS, TEXAS, OCT. 26 
Lane Leavitt piloted his Bultaco 
to an impressive victory Saturday 
amid the rocky terrain of the 
Moline Ranch to defeat the best 
field of challengers so far in the national. 
trials series. Leavitt completed.the two 
loops of the cight-mile, 19-trap course 
with a total score of 21 points. It was 
no cake walk for the California trials 
master however, Montesa star Mark 
Eggar posted a 27 point tally for second 
ahead of Marland Whaley (Mon) who 
finished the event with an even 30 
marks. 

Interest in new machinery 
highlighted the after-event bull sessions 
as inquiring riders gathered around the 
new Kawasaki, Honda and Yamaha 
trials bikes. 

A Support class of Amateur riders 
from local trials clubs also rode the 
sections with the championship riders. 
Albert Hadder topped the class with a 
score of 109.6. 


Leavitt sweeps 8th & 9th trials 
round to take first championship 
of North American Series

TULSA, OKLA., OCT. 27 

Following his eighth round win 
near Ft.’ Worth on Saturday, Lane 
Leavitt (Bul) breezed to an im- 
pressive victory at the ninth and 
final round at Stone Mountain 
Sunday. 

After being assessed 15 points 
in the first lap, Leavitt made an 
incredibly difficult course look easy as 
he totalled only 13 more points in the 
last two laps. 

Excellent rides by top contenders 
demonstrated how this new series, 
formed by the North American Trials 
Council, has sharpened the skills of 
American trials competitors. 

Bernie Schreiber (Bul) netted 39 
points to take second place. Joe 
Gugliemelli, with a score of 45, beat out 
Yamaha teammate Don Sweet, who 
dropped 42 points. Montesa teamsters 
Martin Belair and Marland Whaley, 
earned a fifth and seventh, while 
Yamaha factory rider Bob Hopkins took 
a sixth with 45 points. Mark Eggar 
(Mon) scored 60 points for a ninth best 
at the meet. 

Unofficial final national -standings 
established Leavitt as the national 
champion, followed by Marland Whaley 
and Don Sweet.

In the land of the blind. . . 


This letter was forwarded to us by a 
constituent of Tunney’s: 


Dear Senator Tunney: 

This is in reply to your inquiry 
regarding correspondence from Mrs. 
Rebecca Burke who has suggested a 
motorcycle recognition week. 

During the last decade there has been 
a continued growth in the use of 
motorcycles for recreation and 
transportation . . . 

With the growth in motorcycle usage 
we have had a corresponding increase in 
motorcycle accidents, injuries and 
deaths. During 1974 we estimate that 
fatalities will reach 4000, an increase of 
about 20 percent over the total during 
1973. Motorcycles are inherently less 
safe than enclosed vehicles, and their 
use in a traffic mix creates safety 
problems. 

There is a need for greater public 
awareness of the hazards inherent in 
motorcycle use. Also, a need exists to 
better inform drivers about the rights 
and duties of motorcyclists and about 
their capabilities and limitations. 
However, positive aspects of energy 
conservation must be weighed against 








safety and other aspects before policy 
decisions are made actively to promote 
motorcycle use.

Hook’ and Ladder Enduro 


held this Sunday was like no other 
enduro that has been held any- 
where. And that’s a shame because 


if there were about a dozen of 
these events spotted across the 
calendar and around the country, 
cyclists could lose their “bad guy” 
image almost immediately. The event 
this weekend raised somewhere between 
nine and thirteen thousand dollars for 
an extremely worthy and needy charity. 
Not only that, but the cyclists who 
contributed the money had a 
thoroughly enjoyable time and some of 
them got back much more than they 
gave. 

It was billed as the Pasadena Fire 
Department Hook and Ladder Enduro, 
but it was more a three-ring circus and 
marathon give-a-way than a_ simple 
enduro and the Pasadena Fire Dept. was 
only the organizing force coordinating 
the energies of half-a-dozen different 
groups. 

The whole idea of the thing was to 
raise money for the Burn Ward of the 
L.A. County General Hospital. People 
who are critically burned in such things 
as house fires and auto wrecks need very 
special care if they are to have the best 
chance to recover both physically and 





psychologically.. It is easy to realize the 
difficulty of treating such injuries. If a 
person is burned on both his front and 
back, how can be rest? An “air fluidized 
bed” is the answer, but one costs about 
$6,000. The money for this item was 
raised last year. A burned person who 
has lost much of his skin is extremely 
susceptible to serious infection. The 
solution to this problem is a 
super-sterile room, where the risk of 
infection is minimized. 

The Women’s Auxiliary of. the 
Pasadena Fire Department who raised 
the money for the bed, found a 
contractor who would build these 
rooms at cost if the money could be 
raised for the materials. The goal is to 
build eight such units in L.A. County 
General Hospital this year. Some 50,000 
people are critically burned each year, 
about half of them children. This Burn 
Ward is one of only eight such facilities 
in the country. 

So that was the problem: raise 
$10,000 more or less, for the needed 
equipment. Ron Vincelette, the moving 
force behind the Sportsman Racing 
Association (SRA), heard about the 





problem and offered to do the technical 
job of staging an enduro to raise the 
money, if the firemen would furnish the 
labor. It worked beautifully. Ron laid 
out the course, arranged for the 
recessary checks and equipment and 
held classes for the firemen and their 
wives and girlfriends who were going to 
man the checks and do the cleanup:and 
so on. Over 75 firemen and _ their 
families showed up to work. 


To be effective, the enduro had to be 
of the “family type,” one easy loop that 
almost anyone could ride and another 
more difficult loop to interest the better 
riders. The route picked by Ron was a 
masterpiece. The first loop was very 
easy, ‘terrain-wise but the schedules 
were just barely quick enough to 
prevent the better riders from being too 
bored. The tiebreaker was in a 24 MPH 
section and if you had been lulled into a

false sense of security by the previous 
18 MPH easy riding section, it was quite 
easy to be late to the tiebreaker. In the 
middle of the loop there was a 
ten-minute break in which gorillas and 
ducks (Hollywood variety) served the 
the riders Pepsi-Colas (which were 
donated, of course). 

There was a half-hour lunch break 
and then the second loop began. Loop 
two wasn’t a whole lot more difficult in 
terms of terrain, but the schedules were 


faster. There was however, one section 
of sand whoop-de-doos at 24 MPH that 
had the best riders fighting to stay on 
time. After the sand section the course 
wound its way all the way up to the top 
of Government Peak, went past all kinds 
of weird electronic stuff, and then back 
down past some interesting abandoned 
mines, to the desert floor. The course 
was easy enough for some riders to 
make it packing double, but I did not 
hear of anyone zeroing the score. 





In spite of all the monkey shines there really was a genuine enduro. 
And due to a beautiful rain the day before, there was no dust. 





Chuck Merriman got his pick of the motorcycles and chose the 
Honda for his wife. Looks so happy you'd think he was 


going to get to keep it. 


Some of the better riders showed up 
for the event (I noted Bob Steffan and 
Gerry Hoffer of the Bultaco team and 
Dave Holeman from Cycle magazine). 
But mostly it was the family riders, and 
the trail riders who supported the event. 
And there were 1600 of them! This 
doesn’t make it the largest enduro on 
record (that also was staged by Ron 
Vincellette, at Calico) but it’s far above 
the average entry. The first rider left the 
line at 7:01 and the last one started 
about the time the first riders finished 
the event. The youngest rider was John 
Jacobson, age five. 

After the enduro, about 3:30 p.m. 
the California Aerial Circus, a precision 
parachuting team, put on an exhibition. 
A large circle was cleared and marked 
for them. The first two jumpers had the 
crowd wondering if they were going to 
witness a mass suicide or something, as 
they not only missed the circle by about 
half-a-mile but one of them had to cut 
loose his main chute and use his reserve. 
By the next pass they had the act 
together in more ways ‘than one. Four 
jumpers left the plane and executed a 
spinning pinwheel. One of the members 
of that group, Nancy Doyal, who made 
her jump in a bikini. Another member, 
David Perry, was presented with his gold 
wings when he landed. Parry, 58 years 


old, had just completed his 1000th _ 


jump. 

The last group to jump formed a 
ten-man star, then broke, trailing 
colored smoke as they opened their 
chutes. All of them landed in the 
designated area and one came very close 
to a bullseye. 

The parachutists finished their thin; 
about 4 p.m. and from then until dark 
Dick Payne of the Pasadena Fire 
Department gave away merchandise that 





the Ladies Auxiliary had collected. The 
amount of stuff that was given away 
was simply staggering. I had planned to 
list all the people who had donated 
things but after I had made a three page 
list of names and they weren’t half 
through, I realized that it was going to 
be impossible. They started with three 
brand new motorcycles, a Honda 100, a 
75 Suzuki and a little Yamaha 80, trials 
bike. Chuck Merriman won the Honda, 
which he is going to give to his wife 
Adele. Mike Green of Cerritos won the 
Suzi and Steve Whittle of Burbank got 
the Yamaha. 

In addition to the bikes they gave 
away about 25 new tires, over 100 shirts 
and riding jerseys and jackets, transistor 
radios, cases of oil, shopping bags full of 
miscellaneous goodies like chain lube, 
oil and goggles, probably 50 sets of 
handlebars, two or three dozen gift 
certificates from various shops around 
town, six Diamond chains, five Terry 
cables and 25 Preston Petty fenders. I 
don’t think anything they gave away 
was worth less than $5.00 and at least 
300 riders got gifts. 

There were supposed to be finishing 
pins but U.S. Customs held them up in 
San Francisco so they will be mailed to 
the contestants along with the results. 
Scoring will be finished in about a week. 
This enduro was held in the northern 
fashion, no time schedule known ahead 
of time. Figure it in your head as you 
go. To this rider at least, that’s a better 
way of doing it. It puts the enduro back 
in the realm of amateur sport. The 
emphasis is on the ability to think and 
ride at the same time, not on hundreds 
of dollars worth of equipment and 
hours of preparation time. The Hook 
and Ladder Enduro was a pretty great 
event. We really need more like it.

If past seasons are any gauge then 
Dutch Suzuki works rider Gerrit 
Wolsink will be this year’s Trans- 
AMA champ. Of course this is 


only a prediction, but based on 
the 1972 and 1973 winners at 
Orlando (Jonsson and Weil) who 
went on to win the series, it could 
be a fairly safe guess. 

The sun and sand at the Orlando 
Sports Stadium facility took its toll and 
when the final flag had dropped, Geritt 
Wolsink, in a battle of attrition, had 
taken the overall win in the 
International class over Husky rider 
Arne Kring and Japanese Yamaha 
streaker Yukio Sugio. Brad Lackey took 
top American honors with Rich 
Eierstedt, in his best ` series ride, 
finishing fifth overall. In Support class 
action Marty Smith once again proved 
the might of his factory Honda by 
taking his second straight win over 
Husky rider Kent Howerton and 
Bultaco’s Ron Pomeroy. 

Orlando proved to be the longest 
track in the series thus far with a sandy, 
strength-sapping layout that stretched 
over almost two miles. One fact became 
— those who 
weren’t in shape might just as well not 
challenge the sandy berms, the 
butt-busting, bike-breaking jumps and a 
sunny sky that turned spectators’ skin a 
bright red while robbing strength from 
the competitors. In those areas where 
the new section of the track had been 





laid out the sand hung in the air, 
attacking everything like a fine grit 
sandpaper. It clung to skin and nostrils 
while filtering through all but the 
tightest airboxes and when the sand 
wasn’t doing that it was trapping those 
who let their engines bog in a turn or, 
worse yet, surprising those who became 
careless when attacking the deceptive 
berms. , 
500cc International 

Aberg managed a hole shot from the 
starting gate and led the 42 rider pack 
down the long straight and over the hill 
into the slow, deep right-hander and as 
the pack crested the second hill of the 
twisty, snake-like layout, Bengt was 
already opening up daylight. The start 
at Orlando was a bone of contention 
between riders as the gate was not wide 
enough to accommodate the full field 
and those like DeCoster, Lackey, 
DiStefano, Karmakers and Wolsink who 
had drawn high numbers were either 
squeezed in or opted for a two-row 
start. Those late from the gate found 
themselves in a small traffic jam that 
collected Vic Allen, Adolf Weil, Steve 
Stackable and Tim Hart just long 
enough to effectively handicap them. 

Aberg twisted the wick and quickly 
built up an almost three second lead in 
the short space of a lap and a half, only 
to take a tumble on a fast section of 





whoop-de-doos and get back into the 
action four spots down. Bryar Holcomb 
found himself in the lead after Aberg’s 
miscue ahead of Mike Kessler and Ake 
Jonsson; but the lead soon wilted with 
strange rumblings inside Holcomb’s 
engine. By 10 minutes into the moto 
Jonsson led from teammates Andersson 
and Karsmakers with Wolsink, Harry 
Everts and Willi Bauer behind. Attrition 
began to show its hand as Holcomb, 
Aberg and West became spectators; 
Gary Jones came in for an unscheduled 
pit stop and Jonsson began to stretch 
his lead. Jim Pomeroy and Brad Lackey, 
victims -of bad starts, were slicing 
through traffic and picking up spots 
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slowly as the field began to really string 
out. Lackey was doubly handicapped 
after his rip-offs came off in one swipe 
and he was now riding without goggles. 

In quick succession Karsmakers and 
DeCoster dropped out; Roger with an 
engine seizure and Pierre with seized 
forks. Minutes later Kessler was out 
with mechanical ills and Kawasaki rider 
Christer Hammargren followed with 
leaking shocks. Ake maintained his 
comfortable lead followed by 
Andersson, Wolsink, Bauer, Pomeroy, 
Everts, Ramon Bouven, Lackey and 
Sugio. 

One lap past the 30-minute mark the 
complexion of the race changed again as 
Jonsson, enjoying a comfortable lead, 
snapped a seat bolt, losing his seat and 
the race. Wolsink, who had moved into 
second a few laps before, took over with 
a 10 second lead until the flag. 
Andersson held second but Bauer was 
feeling the pressure of Pomeroy and, 
two laps from the end, was bumped to 
fourth, Lackey, sandy eyes and all, was 
fifth with Everts, Sugio, Bouven, Kring 
and Eierstedt rounding out the top 10 
places. Tim Hart, last on the first lap, 
had worked up to 11th with Weil 16th. 
Pomeroy had closed to within one 
second of Andersson at the flag. 

The Can-Ams of Jimmy Ellis and 
Gary Jones led the charge in the second 
moto over Weil, Kring, Aberg and 
Jonsson. Weil quickly bumped Jones for 
second, but found getting around Ellis 
much harder; taking a full 10 minutes'to 
drop Jimmy from the lead. Pomeroy 
and Lackey, hoping to capitalize on 
their first moto finishes, had their races 
come to an abrupt halt, Pomeroy with a 
broken chain that cost him a lap and 
Lackey tangled up in a first turn 
accident. 

With a new chain, Pomeroy took it 
easy the rest of the race for fear of 
stretching the chain or breaking it. 
Lackey, after spending strength 
bumping and pushing his bike to restart, 
changed to catch up and dropped the 
Husky another few times in the process. 

The second moto lead was being 
challenged by six riders. Weil, although 
still holding the point, had Kring to 
contend with plus DeCoster, 
Karsmakers, Jonsson and. Wolsink 
within breathing distance. Kring passed 
Weil on the start-finish line for the lead, 
held for a lap then took a tumble and 
came back in fifth with Karsmakers in 
the lead and DeCoster second pushing 
Weil to third and Jonsson fourth. 

Minutes later DeCoster had closed on 
Karsmakers and then disappeared, the 
victim of a hard crash. Jonsson moved 
into second with Wolsink third and Weil 
fourth but a hard charge by Arne Kring 
dropped Adolf back a spot ahead of 
Sugio and Rich Eierstedt. 

Karsmakers, with fists clenched and 
arms in the air, roared off the track with 
the moto win as Wolsink took his 
second overall title in four rounds. 
Pierre said that his win came at a good 
time; that he hoped it would be an 
omen for the rest of the series. It was 
his first good finish since the series 
started.

Florida flash Don Kudalski’ jumped 
into an immediate lead as the 36-rider 
Support class took to the sand at 
Orlando and soon identified who was in 
shape and who wasn’t. Ron Pomeroy 
quickly slipped into the lead as Kudalski 
faded back in the pack and held on until 
about the 25-minute mark when Marty 
Smith and his red-framed Honda flyer 
took over. By then the front runners 
had lapped almost the entire field and 
were using slower riders as blocks to 
gain ground. Once Smith had moved by, 
Kent Howerton began his move on 
Pomeroy and eased by with less than 
two laps to go. Peter Lamppu, Frank 
Stacy, Kudalski, Bob Plumb and Terry 
Clark strung out the spots to eighth; the 
only riders managing to finish on the 
same lap as the leader. 

Smith wasted no time in the second 
moto and took an immediate lead over 
his ‘charging rivals Pomeroy and 
Howerton with Barry Higgins working 
his way into fourth. Smith set off to 
open a large gap between himself and 
Howerton after Pomeroy dropped back. 
Higgins moved into third behind Kent 
but was dogged by Terry Clark and Bob 
Plumb. 

By the halfway flags Smith had a 
10-second lead over Howerton with the 
pack of Higgins, Terry Clark, Pomeroy 
and Plumb circulating as one rider. Dan 
Farley was also within striking distance. 
Clark and Pomeroy moved past Higgins 
late in the race with Plumb and Farley 
also. getting by before the flag. Peter 
Lamppu, running strong in the early 
laps, broke a shock and coasted for the 
last half. 

Smith, in taking his second overall 
win in as many weeks, moved to within 
60 points of series leader | Kent 
Howerton (Hus) and, with Howerton 
the more consistent of the two at this

Part four: Setting up your motorcycle 
for racing, continued 


Bike is just touching down after a long, fast jump. Notice rear suspension is fully compressed. If your 
bike does this frequently around the course and bottoms with a jolt, your rear springs may be too weak. 





Spring preload 


Spring rate is a measurement of how 
much force it takes to compress the 
spring. On a plain spring, if it takes 70 
pounds to compress it one inch then it 
will take 140 pounds to compress it two 
inches and so forth. The spring rate 
doesn’t change because the spring is 
partially compressed. In the case above, 
suppose the spring was sitting there 
compressed two inches. To get one 
more inch of compression you would 
have to apply an additional 70 pounds 
of load on the spring. 

The point is, until the coils start 
touching each other or the spring closes 
up, it doesn’t know how much it has 
already ‘been compressed and it 
continues to work at its own spring rate, 
whatever that is. 

People sometimes get confused by 
the ads on shock absorbers which say 
they are ‘“‘five-way” adjustable or 
something like that. The adjustment 
referred to is on the outside of the 
shock body and it is usually some way 
to compress the spring more or less. The 
ring that holds the bottom end of the 
spring has some notches in it arranged 
like stair steps. These notches fit over 
pins on the shock body so when you 
rotate the ring it moves up or down on 
the shock and therefore compresses the 
spring more or less. 

This kind of compression is not due 
to the rider getting on board and it is 
put into the spring system before the 
spring actually starts to work as a 
suspension element of the motorcycle. 





So this kind of compression is called 
spring preload. Some front forks have a 
screwdriver adjustment at the top which 
turns a cam on the inside of the fork 
tube. What the cam does is change the 
compression of the fork springs while

These are ball-park values that you can start 
with to set up your rear suspension. Bikes will 
vary in weight by as much as 20 pounds or so, 
and that has an influence on rear spring rates, 
just as the weight of the rider does. Also the 
brand of motorcycle and the brand of shocks 
will make a difference. You have to 
experiment, but the results are worth it. 


the bike is just sitting there, and this is 
another form of preload. 

So what does preload do? It adjusts 
the height of the motorcycle with the 
rider on board and in some cases a 
passenger or some luggage. Preload is 
adjustable for just that reason — ridets 
don’t all weigh the same and sometimes 
they’ take on a passenger or some 
luggage, although not often on race 
bikes. 

Let’s suppose you have some. nice 
soft springs.on the back of a motorcycle 
— 50 pounds per inch. Because there are 
two springs, it takes 100 pounds to 
compress the rear springs one inch. Also 
let's suppose the total travel of the rear 
shock is four inches and the motorcycle 
weighs exactly 100 pounds at the rear. 





Now the weight of the motorcycle itself 
has compressed the rear springs by one 
inch and that much travel is taken out 
of the shock. 

Now you get on the bike and you 
add another 100 pounds at the rear end. 
The shocks compress another inch. You 
are not even riding yet and half of the 
shock travel is used up just to support 
the weight of bike and rider. It’s better 
to have most of the shock travel 
available for going over bumps so we 
will look for some way to uncompress 
the shock. There is no way to 
uncompress the spring itself because it 
has to compress that much to support 
the weight. 

What you do is grab the bottom of 
the spring and slide it upwards on the 
body of the shock absorber. This lifts 
up the back of the motorcycle and the 
shaft pulls up out of the damper so the 
damper now has more travel left for 
riding. If you look at any shock with an 
adjustable ring on the bottom of the 
spring you will see that is what the 
adjustment.is doing. 

OK, what do you make the 
adjustment for? You adjust preload so 
when you are sitting on the bike the 
rear suspension is just barely 
compressed. If sone other guy gets on 
and he is heavier than you, he will have 
to use more preload. 

You do the same thing at the front 
with spacers or with an adjustment if 
there is one. When you get on the bike, 
the front suspension should just start to 
compress — maybe a half inch or an 
inch. 

When a suspension is bottoming out 
— which means compressing completely 
due to a bump — you can sometimes’ 





correct the bottoming by putting more 
preload into the springs and a lot of 
riders do that but it isn’t the best way. 

Test your rear suspension by riding 
hard, at racing speed, on a track that is 
about as rough as you normally ride. 
Your rear suspension should bottom 
occasionally — maybe once or twice per 
lap but not all the time. If it never 
bottoms, your rear springs are too stiff. 
If it bottoms all the time, your rear 
springs are not stiff enough. This is a 
reliable indication provided the dampers 
are in good condition. 


This gets complicated because the 
dampers do enter into the picture. 
Remember ‘they are also opposing 
suspension movement by the internal 
friction of the damper. The wheel is 
connected to the frame in two ways: it 
is connected by the spring and it is 
connected by the damper. When the 
wheel is exerting a force upward to 
compress the spring it is also telescoping 
the damper. Whatever amount of force 
it takes to compress the damper is 
subtracted from the total force from the 
wheel. Therefore if the dampers are 
working right, there will be less force 
for compressing the spring. The reverse 
of that is if your dampers aren’t doing 
anything, then all of the force from a 
bump in the track goes to work on your 
suspension springs and they will bottom 
a lot. 

That sounds like a Chinese puzzle 
that nobody can ever solve, but it can 
be solved by some riding tests provided 
the dampers are in good shape. If you 
start with a new motorcycle or a new 
pair of “shocks” — meaning dampers — 
of some good brand, then you test by 
riding until you get the right springs. 
That combination should last a long 
time and finally you may notice that it 
is bottoming and the rear end is 
bouncing around, What do you suspect 
when that happens? The dampers are 
worn out and need rebuilding or 
replacement. Rear springs don’t often 
lose strength; front ones do. 

If you suspect that your springs have 
lost strength, how can you check that? 
Get on the bike and notice if it sags 
down more than usual under your 
weight. If so, it’s the springs because the 
dampers don’t do much when you are 
just sitting on the bike. They will let the 
suspension sag as far as it wants to. 

Now let’s review the setup procedure 
for your rear suspension: 

1. Be certain your dampers are in 
good condition and working. 

2. Ride the motorcycle at racing 
speeds on a track and check spring 
stiffness. Go to stronger or lighter 
springs until the suspension bottoms 
occasionally when you are riding hard. 

3. Each time you try a different set 
of springs, readjust the preload. 

Sometimes you have to buy two and 
maybe three sets of springs before you 
get the right combination. If you want 
to find what’s really right and what 
really works, you are going to have to 
do it that way. Experiment around and 
try different ones. 

Let’s think about building a 
suspension tailored to do the best job 
for the very worst condition on a new 
track. The place on the track where 
suspension is obviously the most 
important and where riders tend to fall 
a lot on account of the track itself. 
Where .is: that place? The 
whoop-de-doos. You have seen bikes get 
into trouble there all the time. The rear 
end starts crow-hopping from side to 
side and with each hop it gets higher 
and higher into the air and finally the 
rider comes off or crashes. 

It’s pretty obvious that something is 
throwing the rear end of the bike up in 
the air. Look at the track and you can 
easily see what it is — the bumps are 
doing it. The whoop-de-doos are made 
by the motorcycles in the first place and

Gary Scott 


is so professional it’s 


scary. But he was not riding the 
last professional AMA National 


event of the 1974 season; 


Ascot half-mile. His foot was 
broken worse during the Albany 
Mile than most people at first 
suspected. Gary knew something 
was broken; that it was all over for him 
for this season. He was destined to 
finish Number Two in AMA Grand 
National Championship standings for 
the third year in a row, every year since 
he turned Expert. 

We talk about it at Gary’s house in 
Baldwin Park, a few miles east of Los 
Angeles. (I always imagine that my 
heroes, indeed, all public figures 
whether in sports or politics, live in 
exotic, inaccessible places. I’m amazed 
when I discover Steve McQueen had a 
house a few blocks from where I lived 





the 


or that U.S. Senator Alan Cranston 
does, too. It seems equally- improbable 
that I can drive right up to Gary Scott’s 
home on a quiet, suburban street in the 
flat, smoggy L.A. suburbs.) He hobbles 
out to greet me on fresh new crutches 
with white plaster encasing his right leg 
from thigh to toes. “Hi. I’m Gary 
Scott,” he says modestly like this was 
something most people wouldn’t 
honestly know. He is only 5’6”, thin 
but well-proportioned with broad 
shoulders and large scabby forearms and 
hands. He is not really small by 
professional racer standards. He has a 
face of sharp angles with very blue eyes 
and hair so light it just misses being 
blonde. He looks and moves like a good 
@otball scatback, or a surfer, or that 





Two really does try harder 


particular type of Southern California 
motorcycle racer. Even on crutches, his 
moves are very positive. 


Sitting on the couch. in a 
trophy-stuffed living room, I try to 
phrase the question. It’s kind of like 
asking, “‘Are you a virgin?” There’s no 
unembarrassing way to ask. So I blurt it 
out: “What does it feel like to be 
Number Two...for three years in a 
row?” Gary is not embarrassed. He 
considers for about amillisecond, then 
answers without undue emotion. 


“Well, I was pretty pleased with 
getting Number Two that first year. 
That was almost entirely a private effort 
and I thought it worked out OK. Last 
year, we ran a little short on equipment 
and that hurt us. Just didn’t have the 
bike.” (Jt hurt you, Gary! my mind 
screams. It maybe kept you from the 
goal of your life as a racer.) “This year, 
it’s obvious, we didn’t have the road 
racer. That costs in points.” 


If there ever was any doubt in my 
mind before that-Gary Scott will have a 
Number One AMA plate someday, there 
isn’t now. It is all so logical: the reasons 
it didn’t work before and with

inconsiderable insight and thought, the 
reason it will work when he has the dirt 
track ride (The Harley XR suits him 
well. “The best for the most tracks,” he 
says.) and a competitive road racer, 
Gary Scott will be Number One. He 
believes it. And now I believe it too. It’s 
almost like he’s just tuning up. He is 22 
years old. With the fatalistic view of age 
30 that all young men 22 have, Gary 
thinks he will stay “maybe five more 
years” on the National circuit. 

“You were talking about getting 
ready for Ascot,” he says. (I was, before 
I knew he couldn’t ride it.) “‘Let’s go 
over behind the dam to this place where 
we test the bikes. My brother’s there 
with his tuner working on his bike.” 

We motor past Irwindale Raceway 
where some dragsters are noisily making 
practice runs and following Gary’s 
careful directions we are soon bouncing 
over a gravel pit through some deserty 
underbrush until we see a van that has 
“Scott Racing Team” painted on it and 
people standing around in bike shop 
T-shirts. By the time we’re out of the 
truck, you can hear the distinctive roar 
of a Harley-Davidson V-twin XR before 
we see little brother, Hank Scott, come 
zipping around the corner. 

“Hey, J almost hit a fox. Damn thing 
was this big and ran right out in front of 
me across the road.” Hank is shouting 
and big-eyed as he pops off his Bell Star. 

“It was probably a coyote.” Gary 
remarks. 

“The biggest fox I’ve ever seen. Hey, 
the bike is fast.” But it turns out that 
the wildlife encounter is not their major 
problem. The XR is blowing a lot of oil 
out of the breather tube and the level in 
the oil tank drops to almost nothing 
whenever the engine is started. 

Hank’s tuner, Carl Patrick, is 
concerned. He turns to Gary. “How 
much oil are you supposed to run in this 
engine?” he asks. Gary is thoughtful in 
replying, “Mert (Lawwill) runs as little 
as two ounces in his. I run up to four-six 
but my engine has different sumping 
and oil passages.” It soon becomes clear 
that Gary Scott understands the 
working and requirements of the 750. 
V-twin better than anybody else there. 

“Hell, I’m running maybe eight 
ounces because the oil tank level keeps 
dropping. You think that’s too much? It 
must all be in the bottom end. No place 
else for it to go.” Carl is clearly 
unhappy about the current state of 
affairs. 

“Except out the breather tube,” 
allows Hank, wiping oil off the rear tire. 
“Think we should plug it up or put a rag 
over it?” So, I think, this is how 
National Championship dirt trackers get 
tuned. Well, it worked good enough for 
Hank to win the Syracuse Mile, his first 
National victory, back in New York. 

Another experimental run down the 
road reveals that the engine is sounding 
very strong, Hank is pleased with the 
power and gearing, but the oil problem 
has refused to go away. Everybody is 
baffled and don’t really know what to 
try next until Gary suggests that they 
have his mechanic, Bill Werner, look at 
it when he gets back from delivering a 
photo album of Cal Rayborn to Cal's 
young widow, Jackie. Bill later spends 
most of a day working with Carl on the 
Harley and Hank rides it to win his heat 
and take third with a come-from-behind 
ride in the Ascot National. 

Gary has offered a number of 
carefully considered suggestions and 
comments to improve the running of 
the machine. What becomes 
immediately obvious is that he is strictly 
no-B.S. He speaks with an accurate 
knowledge of the engine, the frame, the 
exhausts, anything. Or else he doesn’t 
say much at all. There is a lot of 
thought and little banter. 

Hank’s friend, Bob, has taken a bad 
spill racing Hank’s XR on his minibike 





so riding back in the van after loading 
the racer, we talk about injury and pain. 
Carl accuses Hank of being a crybaby 
after cutting his finger and asks Gary if 
he’s the same way. 

“I hate to admit it, bùt I am,” Gary 
admits. ‘It seems the little things really 
bother me and TIl. complain about 
them, like hurting my finger or 
something.” Gary has not complained 
once, nor will he, about a foot and 
ankle that have six broken bones. He is 
philosophical about his injury on the 
Albany Mile sand track and relates it in 
detail. 

“I only had one tear-off left and 
didn’t want to throw it away because 
then I knew I wouldn’t be able to see 
later. I could only see a little bit off to 
my left and not at all straight ahead or 
to the right. I wiped off the tearaway 
with my glove but the sand had already 
dried so I only smeared it. Then I 
couldn’t see at all and it was too late. I 
went right into the fence, hit a post and 
broke my ankle without ever getting-off 
the bike. It was actually a cheap lesson. 
I learned not to get into that situation 
again.” When a racer allows as how a 
broken leg that keeps him out of two 
Nationals is a “cheap lesson” in the 
development of a career, he is a 
professional. Gary is very unemotional 
about it all, already planning for next 
season. 


Wife Donna makes iced tea for us as I 


try to figure some way to overcome 


Gary’s natural reserve and social 
“correctness.” Donna and Gary were 
high school sweethearts before 


marrying. She is refreshing in that she 
has definite opinions and views of her 
own, which she will offer if asked, 
though she stays in the background 
during most of my hours, with the 
Scotts. She appears to have adapted well 
to being a racer’s wife without losing 
any of her own identity. I ask her if 
Gary is hard to live with before, or after 
he loses, a race. “No,” she replies 
quickly. ‘‘He’s very even-tempered. It’s 
the rest of us who get excited or upset. 
He’s probably harder to live with when 
he’s not racing than when he is.” 

“Yeah, I think I was pretty ornery 
the first week with my leg in a cast...” 

“...but he’s really settled down 
now,” Donna finishes for him. Gary’s 
even temperament carries over into 
competition. “I know I’m out there to 
do a job and | try to have the best 
preparation before a race, then go out 
there and,do it.” 








Win one thing at a time 

“My brother, Hank, thinks 
differently,” Gary smiles a rare 
white-toothed grin. ““He thinks he’s won 
the race, or hasn’t won it, when he’s still 
in the van, I just do one thing at a time 
and concentrate on making it into the 
National. I'll try to set a good lap time 
and just worry about that. Not worry, 
really, just work on it. Then I'll try to 
do well in my heat. If I win the heat, 
good. Then I’ve made it into the Main 
and then I start thinking about a good 
start. I'll have my lines picked out from 
practice but I still have trouble with 
starts. Some guys slip the clutch the 
whole way to the first turn. Some guys 


just drop the hammer — Bam! I know 
J 


the right way to do it: quarter throttle 
and clutch just at the _ pressure 
point ... but when that adrenalin starts 
pumpin’. ..” 

“Yeah,” I offer, “it short-circuits 
your brain. There’s a direct connection 
from eyes to throttle hand.” I don’t feel 
foolish saying it when Gary agrees. 

Aside from whatever mental 
mechanics make Gary Scott go like he 
does, his bike preparation starts with 
the frame and engine. It has become 
apparent just being around him that he 
knows motors and frame design and the 
necessary modifications that make them 
right for him much better than most of 
the young Experts. He attributes some 
of it to the fact that he built his own 
bikes during his first year on the 
National circuit when he finished 
second as a privateer. 

“If something was wrong I had to 
figure out what it was, get the engine 
out of the frame, fix it, get it back in 
and see how it worked. I learned a lot 
that way.” It is not always so obvious 
but the art of flat tracking is more than 
gassing it hard and turning left. Gary 
talks quickly and expertly of weight 
transfer, engine height and placement, 
frames that handle going in and frames 
that handle coming out of the turn, and 
the effort to get a machine that does 
both well. 

After maybe an hour of such 
one-sided discussions, he dismisses the 
store of professional knowledge and the 
myriad options in setting up a winning 
National flat track machine with, “I 
can’t keep up with it like I did at- first. 
Then there always comes the time when 
you should go back and try some of the 
things that didn’t work the first time

The outdoor recreational 
people get the runaround 


while ecology-cult 


gets the action. 


Several years ago during the height 
of the ecology craze, one of my 
Senate colleagues joked, “Two 
could not 


years ago I 


‘ecology’, now I are one.” 

He was not alone. The ecology 
fad was on, and the political 
bandwagon was covered with 
bumper stickers calling for all of us to 
“Save the...” — pup fish, sea otters, 
coast, desert, mountains, gullies, rivers, 
swamps and delta; plus kangaroo rats, 
salamanders, sea gulls, garter snakes and 
assorted critters. 

Whenever anyone questioned the 
wisdom or the facts presented by the 
ecology-advocates, he was looked upon 
as an insensitive clod — a simpleton — 
whose intent was to destroy the 
environment, mankind and 
motherhood. 





They have also applied pressure on the 
government and have a ready group of 
lawmakers willing to carry legislation to 
implement their programs. One program 
technique is to declare a land area 
“wilderness” or “primitive.” When this 
happens, all motor-driven vehicles are 
prohibited. 

Over the last ten years they have been 
eminently successful. While most of 
those who enjoy the outdoors were out 
doing so, the ecology-gang was 
pounding the legislative halls, attending 
B.L.M. meetings, or lobbying their local 


politico. 
An organized minority is pushing the 
disorganized majority around, a 


majority that has great strength if it

The ecological movement became an 
“in” fad and its vocal advocates had a 
field day. Under the protective covering 
of conserving our natural resources, the 
ecology-advocates have been able’ to 
politically bulldoze a wealth of laws, 
rules and regulations which have 
severely restricted the legitimate 
enjoyment of public lands for millions 
of Americans. 

Under the blanket of ecology, social 
reformers have turned the ecological 
movement into one of the largest land 
grabs in history. Rights of individuals 
and the majority of Americans have 
suffered because of it. 

The ecology-advocates have worked 
themselves into positions of power 
within the Bureau of Land Management 
(B.L.M.) or have been able to coerce the 
B.L.M. into doing what they desire. 





would ever organize. 

Outdoor recreation vehicles represent 
family recreation — Mom, Dad and the 
kids. In a day when the family unit is 
under attack you would think that 
recreation which keeps the family 
together would be encouraged by those 
in politics. It is logical to think that 
government would be moving to create 
new opportunities for families to enjoy 
the great outdoors. Is that the case? No, 
the direction is the opposite way. More 
and more public land is being taken 
from those who can only enjoy it from 
a recreational vehicle. 

Ninety-five percent of all visitor 
day-use of the B.L.M. lands in California 
are reliant upon some type of motor 
vehicle. Even the five percent who hike 
must use a vehicle of some kind to get 
to the place where they start their hike.

After all, you can’t bike into the Mojave 
Desert or climb Mount Whitney all the 
way from downtown Los Angeles or 
San Francisco. 

The national parks, forest lands and 
game refuges respond by closing out 
people from millions of acres except to 
hikers, backpackers and horseback 
riders. 

By 1968,’ outdoor recreationalists 
were aware that whole sections of desert 
and mountain were being closed off to 
their use. With the passage of months 
and years, the outdoor groups became 
alarmed at the scope and power of the 
Bureau of Land Management and the 
Forest Service and the ultimate plot to 
ban any and all transportation except 
hikers and horseback riders from 
millions of acres of California’s wilds 
became evident. Any relevant or 
definite information was, and still is, 
almost impossible to come by. The 
outdoor recreational vehicle people got 
the run-around while the ecology-cult 
got the action. 

Out of our 20 million acres of 
California national forests, 1,595,000 
acres are classified “‘wilderness’’ and 
356,600 more acres classified 
“primitive,” which means no motorized 
vehicles whatsoever! 

By December of 1973, nine and one 
half percent of national forest land in 
California was wilderness classification, 
with more being added every day. If 
Congress approves the proposed 
acreages for that classification, the 
percentage will rise to 25 percent. 
That’s a piece of land 625 miles on each 
of four sides. 

As of last November (1973) 93 
percent of 12 million acres of the 
California desert, which had furnished 
11 million visitor-days for recreation in 
1972, were added as forbidden territory 
to the three and a half million acres of 
off-limit desert virtually untouched and 
unused by humans. 

Congress is now being asked to 
include another 2,600,587 acres in 75 
areas of western America into 
prohibited land for motor vehicles. 
Thirty-one (31) of these areas, 
comprising 1,260,535 acres, are in 
California, most of it in the desert area 
under B.L.M. control. 

For instance in the eastern Mojave 
desert around Needles, there are 1,110 
miles of roads and trails on the county 
map which cover 1,600,000 acres. The 
B.L.M. restriction of camping allowed 
within 300 feet of “designated” roads 
covers only 256 miles of roads. 

The damning part of most of this 
“wilderness” hassle is that- outdoor 
vacationers and club groups are, in the 
main,” conservationists in the purest 
sense of the word. You don’t destroy 
what you plan to return'to next year on 
vacation. 

The outdoor recreation vehicle 
people have been extremely active in 
drives to clean up the outdoors, and 
right up front demanding stronger laws 
to punish those who litter, destroy and 
vandalize. No sensible person wants to 
see destruction of our great outdoors. 

The proper course is to. use our 
outdoors rationally. It makes little sense 
to isolate areas from contemporary use 
when we can both use and preserve it 
for future generations: 





The B.L.M. has lost sight of the fact 
that they are public servants, not 
masters of the American public. They 
have the responsibility to protect and 
manage the land under their jurisdiction 
but never forgetting the land belongs to 
all Americans, not just a vocal, 
organized few. 

Outdoor recreational vehicle owners 
better stand up for their rights, because 
the battle is far from being over. Those 
who want to isolate more federal lands 
are hard at work. They are present, 
though rarely identified as such, at 
every Bureau of Land Management 
meeting in an affected area. They add 
bits and pieces of property to be added 
to the acres of wilderness already 
banning the presence of man. They are 
two-bitting to death the desert and 
mountains which John Muir loved to 
roam so freely. One at a time they rise 
in meetings on land useage, each one 
advocating a different block of 15, 25, 
or 100 acres to be given wilderness 
classification, and by the time it’s all 
over, another 1,000 acres of public land 
will be lost to 93 percent of Americans. 

It is difficult to understand the 
motivation of those who want to deny 
access to our great outdoors. The vast 
majority of Americans love the 
wilderness and want to preserve its 
beauty and at the same time, they 
would rather see it than view it from the 
pages of National Geographic. 

It isn’t fair to families with young 
children, the retirees, or those who can’t 
afford the time from work to prohibit 
them from enjoying our wild areas. We 
recognize the need for some protected 
areas, but I think we’ve gone far enough 
in California. Let’s let all Californians 
have a slice of the action.

If you’re anything close to an 
average American, you think 
everyone in government is either 
hopelessly inept, thoroughly cor- 
rupt, or both. The fact that a few 
who are both inept and corrupt 
have now lost their jobs and been 
lightly slapped doesn’t make you 
feel very hopeful. You feel no warmth 
over the fact that we now have a 
President who can’t “walk and chew 
gum at the same time” but is very adept 
talking out of both sides of his face. 

No area of government is really 
clean. At the State level, the Lt. 
Governor has been convicted of perjury. 
The legislature had to be called back 
into session when they were caught 
with their hands in the till. The Los 
Angeles County Sheriff has 
burglar-proofed the houses of his friends 
and relatives at County expense and the 
Supervisors made an_ ill-considered 
attempt to put a stop, not to the theft, 
but to the investigation. 

In spite of everything, however, there 
will be an election, but many, or 
perhaps most of you who are reading 
this will not attend. 

One candidate has tried to appeal 
directly to motorcyclists, as one 
segment of a block of people one might 
call the “motor recreation group.” This 
fellow, a candidate for the Senate, 
named H.L. “Bill” Richardson, found 
some solid support in the form of Hilda 
Mae Vought, the driving force behind 
the California Outdoor Recreation 
League. Hilda Mae put the entire 





resources of CORL at Richardson’s 
disposal, even to the extent of turning 
the CORL newsletter into a partisan 
campaign leaflet. There was to be a big 
caravan to mobilize support for 
Richardson made up of mobile homes 
and recreation vehicles. Hilda Mae 
anticipated many vehicles. But at the 
start of the campaign there were exactly 
two, Richardson’s and Hilda Mae’s. The 
first speaking engagement was cancelled 
by a shopping center manager with no 
explanation. The man didn’t even come 
out to apologize to Richardson. If a 
major party candidate for U. S. Senator 
can rouse so little interest, what dreary 
clouds of apathy must be shrouding the 
efforts of lesser candidates? 

In the ‘fifties, when Joe McCarthy 
stalked the land and everyone’s second 
home was a bomb shelter, the great 
charge leveled at the Russian was, 
“They don’t have free elections!” It was 
true then, as it is true today. But today 
no one is talking about it anymore 
because Americans have discovered an 
interesting : fact: Americans have no 
more power to change their government 
with their free elections than the 
Russian people do with their fixed 

elections. True, the government will 
faithfully abide by whatever the voters 
tell them on the November ballot. But 
the important questions just aren’t on 
the ballot. Have you ever been asked 
whether you wanted our country to 
make war in Southeast Asia? Whether 
you want the CIA to screw around with 
Chile’s government? Whether you want 
our country democratically selling guns 
and munition to both the Turks and 
Greeks, the Jews and the Arabs? You 
not only won’t be asked if you want to 
spend $40 billion on “defense,” it 
won’t even make any difference who 





you elect, the same amount will be 
spent, just as it is in Russia. None of 
those questions have been asked and 
none of them are on the November 
ballot. 

But in spite of the fact that we can 
make no meaningful change in our 
government by voting, we should still 
take the time to do it for mathematical 
considerations. 

If by not voting, and by getting a lot 
of similar-minded friends to do the 
same, an office would simply remain 
vacant, not voting would make some 
sense. But that’s not the case. Even if 
both candidates are so bad that only 
three people will go to the polls to vote 
for them, the guy that gets two votes 
will make decisions affecting you for 
the next umpteen years. 

The next consideration is the fact 
that, even though none of the men that 
you have a chance to vote for can or 
will make the most urgently needed 
changes in government, those men can 
and will make small changes, that while 
unimportant to the system, are vitally 
important to you as an individual. 

They can raise your taxes or leave 
them alone (lowering them has never 
occurred), they can require you to add 
junk to your motorcycle or not, and 
they can permit you to ride various 





places or eliminate riding altogether. So 
in each case where the official can make 
decisions affecting you, it’s important 
to pick the one who will do the least 
harm. 

Only in rare cases will you have any 
real idea what the candidate will do if 
he gets the job. You know, or you 
should at any rate, know that 
Assemblyman .Z’berg is an implacable, 
irrational enemy. By all reports, he isn’t 
much of a legislator or much of a person 
either, so it shouldn’t be hard to vote 
against him if you live- in the 
Sacramento area. Perhaps there are 
other local politicians against whom 
there is a similar strong case, but most 
cases will have to be resolved on broader 
grounds. In a sport with as many diverse 
interests as motorcycling, even a man’s 
voting record isn’t much help. A 
legislator can easily vote for strong 
emission controls on one day and vote 
an appropriation for a motorcycle park 
the next day. Does this make him a 
friend or an enemy? 

Identifying friends is just as difficult 
as identifying enemies. Take the case of 
Bill Richardson, candidate for U.S. 
Senate. There is no doubt in my mind 
that Richardson is tough, reasonably 
bright, and exceptionally honest. He is a 
proven friend of motorcyclists and

other ORV owners. Unfortunately, on 
most other societal and political matters 
his very honestly held beliefs place him 
somewhere between H.R. Haldeman and 
Archie Bunker. And for these reasons I 
cannot support him. 

Let’s look at the other contests. 
Neither of the major party California 
gubernatorial candidates arouse much 
enthusiasm in me. In their. public 
debate my wife commented that they 
both sounded like angry adolescents and 
I couldn’t help but agree. Brown has 
fought for beaches for public use, so he 
is somewhat recreation minded, and he 
seems to feel the same way about oil 
companies that I do, so I give him a 
slight edge. I just hope if he is elected 
that he matures ten years between now 
and January. 

For Lt. Governor I have no 
problems. I live in Harmer’s Senatorial 
district, which is roughly the Glendale 
area. There is no place to ride off road 
in Glendale (in spite of all those nice 
hills), and it’s the easiest place in the 
world to get a ticket on your street 
motorcycles (I’ve collected a few). 
Harmer periodically’ sends out 
questionnaires which are set up to be 
computer analyzed, so writing in your 
own answer is impossible and the

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questions are always phrased in such a 
manner that you are asked to choose 
between two unacceptable answers, 
both of which support Harmer’s view. 
He is a dangerous man with many of the 
same notions and the same preference 
for tactics as Richard Nixon. When the 
choice is between business and people, 
Harmer votes business. I, being a people, 
vote against him. 

March Fong, running for Secretary of 
State, sounds competent enough, and 
beyond that, she is the only woman 
running for a state-wide office who has 
a chance to win. | think it is important 
to have more women in government so 
she gets my vote. 

The office of Controller presents a 
real problem. Neither of the major party 
candidates seems either honest or 
competent. One appears to be heavily 
supported by the oil interests, the other 
by large Orange County real estate 
interests. I don’t believe either of them 
is fit to hold office, so I'll either not 
vote in that race, or vote for one of 
minority party candidates. 

For Treasurer, again it’s a question of 
voting against someone rather than for 
someone. Candidate Kehoe is presently 
the state Consumer Director. In an area 
where there is tremendous need for 
strong action, nothing has been heard 
from his office, so why promote him? 

In the contest for the Attorney 
General’s job, all the cops are 
supporting Evelle Younger. It seems to 
me that there is a crying need to 
prosecute a few cops for criminal misuse 
of deadly force, manslaughter and 
murder two, not carry on a love affair 
with them. When the cops and the D.A. 
start getting chummy, we private 
citizens with neither guns nor law 
degrees are in trouble. Beyond that, it 
seems pretty clear that the citizens do 
not want the D.A. wasting the state’s 
money in the fruitless attempt to 
enforce morals laws and obtain 
convictions in cases of victimless crime. 
Younger would rather go after pot and 
pornography than killers and crooked 
politicians, so I vote for Norris without 
a second thought. 

In addition to the Statewide offices 
on each of your ballots there will be 
many candidates for smaller offices and 
judgeships. Try my approach in 
evaluating them. First see if there is 
anything that allows you to either make 
a clear choice for or against one of the 
candidates. If not, then see if you can 
remember anything that the incumbent 
has done that you particularly liked. If 
not, vote against him. 

Also on your ballot you will find 
about 20 propositions pertaining to the 
state, the county and in some cases the 
individual city. Reading all the stuff 
about them is a drag, admittedly, but 
you should do it. They will affect you, 
sometimes seriously. Only two of them 
seem to have any relation at all to 
motorcycling and it’s rather tenuous at 
that. 

It seems to me that rapid transit has 
got to be in our best interest. Not only 
will we be better off with less cars on 
the freeways. and streets, but a 
reduction in traffic (and consequently 
in smog) will take the pressure to “do 
something’’ off legislators. The 
“something” I fear they’ll do is outlaw 
two-stroke motorcycles. 

Proposition 17 is the wild and scenic 
rivers proposal. A “Yes” vote on the 
propositionis a vote in favor of preserving 
an 18 mile stretch of white-water river 
and against the building of a dam on the 
river. There are relatively few 
white-water rivers left in this country 
and they are quite precious to a number 
of sportsmen, such as canoers and 
kayakers. They need white-water rivers 
the same as we need good trails. Most 
white-water. has already been destroyed 
by dams. This project is particularly bad 
because the dam isn’t even necessary. 
Perhaps if we support the canoers on 
this one, they'll remember when we 
need a hand on something. If you need 
any further convincing, think about 
where all the money is coming from to 
buy those billboards opposing this 
proposition. 

Vote on Tuesday. It’s not a pleasant 
task, but, like taking out the garbage, 
the alternative is worse.

Politics, police, 
and the 
recreation 
nation 


We got trouble right here in RVer 
city. According to the news last 
week legitimate, law-abiding mo- 
torcycle recreationists and their 
families were treated to California 
state police harrassment on at 
least two illegitimate occasions, 
deliberate vandalism of course 
markings by a “fellow” off-road vehicle 
driver and physical assaults on the trail 
by. some of these same drivers. 


So far, only a few broken bones and 
some legal hassles have resulted from 
what we hope is not ,a trend. But 
something is wrong. Whose fault is it 
and what can be done to stop it? 


Keeping the cops in line is not easy, 
as Watergate proved, but it cam be done 
by voting candidates into government 
office that are beholden to 
motor-voters. I asked H.L. Richardson, 
candidate for the U.S. Senate from 
California, if he thinks ORV recreation 
is an issue in next month’s election. 
“Yes it certainly is an issue,” Senator 
Richardson replied (he is presently a 
member of the state senate). “The 
ecology thing has gone too far in many 
places,” he continued, “especially where 
BLM lands are concerned.” 


If elected, which doesn’t look too 
hopeful for a Republican this 
November, Senator Richardson: would 
intervene with the BLM on behälf of 
ORV interests. “I like the ORV people 
I've met, they’re my kind of people,” he 
says. 

So that takes care of the police 
problem, just vote for the candidates 
who take your side of the issue and 
hope you win. Motorcycle clubs could 
make a measurable difference in the 
outcome of the election by volunteering 
to ring doorbells for candidates, 
registering voters at their meetings and 
events, or just making sure to inform 
themselves and vote. It is the American 
way. 


As for the vandalism and assault, I 
would like to capture one of these 
people unharmed and interrogate him. I 
feel certain that they are not members 
of any organized four-wheel-drive 
group, for I’m like Richardson, I’ve 
never met one either that I didn’t like. 
Who is our enemy? And why are they 
doing these criminal things? 


If it is something we’ve done, we 
want to know about it. Whatever it is 
that makes a person exert himself to 
cunningly sabotage an enduro course, 
with all the risk that implies or, worse, 
attempt murder with a motor vehicle on 
another vehicle rider that he has never 
seen before, we should know about it. 

I hope that the vandals and maniacs 
who savaged the Fool’s Gold Enduro 
will be traced through their license 
numbers and caught and tried for their 
crimes. Then perhaps we shall find out 
what the matter is. 

In the meantime clubs might ask for 
protection from the off-road police 
whose equipment is alleged to have been 
bought with some of our ORV 
registration fees. 

ORV recreation is a political issue. 
Let us see that it doesn’t become a 
life-and-death issue.

is past Friday was a good 
indication of what is to come. 
Three-time champ Rick Woods led the 
Scratch Main event with two-time and 
current champ Mike Bast trailing. It 
took Mike three laps to get past Woods 
for the win. Mike is still riding with a 
brace on his left wrist. 

In the last official Handicap Main of 
the year, Troy McKee took over the 
lead from Les Chanky to win the event, 
running his total of Handicap Main wins 
to three for the season. 

Every year at this time I put my head 
on the block and try to predict the 
winners. But not this time — all you get 
is just the facts, ma’m. 

Next Friday night there will be 20 
events, all scratch races. The winner of 
each race will receive three points. Each 
rider will race in five events making 15 
points a perfect score. I don’t see 
anyone, not even Mike Bast, doing that. 

Anyway, here are the season totals so 
far; make your own predictions. Mike 
Bast has won 41 scratch main events on 
the four Southern California tracks; Bill 
Cody is a distant second with 12 wins,

each, Rick Woods has four, Sonny 
Nutter has three as does Dubb Ferrell, 
Jeff Sexton has two and Mike Curoso 
and Steve Nutter each have one.

Butler & Smith, the American 
distributors, set out two years ago 
to blow away the stodgy, “‘old 
man’s motorcycle’ image from 
the BMW marque, and with this 
machine the factory gave them the 
weapon to do it. 

Its character now is that of a 
Mercedes 300SL, a brutally fast and 
enduring modern classic. If it winds up 
in the hands of older men, it is simply 
because older men are most likely to 
have $3700 to plunk.down for a new

motorcycle. The capabilities of the 
machine are enormous. The 
performance envelope blankets most of 
the possibilities for a high-speed tourer. 
It-makes speed limits obsolete. It sneers 
arrogantly at rough pavement. In 
passing-speed performance, it gives 
quarter to no other production 
motorcycle. 

If you’ve not been on a BMW in some 
time, the first ride may come as a shock, 
since the phenomena of engine torque 
reaction and long fork travel produce 
some interesting sensations when first 
adjusting to the machine at low speeds. 
Once mastered, however, the machine is 
so stable and so tractable, we’ve even 
witnessed one being ridden two-up 
along a knife-edge ridge towards a trials 
section at Saddleback Park. 

Long travel forks? How about eight 








a big stick. 


inches? That’s long for a motocross 
bike, but there’s method in the factory ’s 
madness. They haven’t forgotten their 
touring clientele over the years, nor 
have they forgotten that BMWs. are 
supposed to set a standard for the world 
in touring comfort. So to create a safe, 
strong, high-speed touring motorcycle 
with a boulevard ride, they have gone to 
long travel, relatively soft spring rates 
and relatively heavy damping to provide 
a front suspension that will both soak 
up road roughness and maintain road 
contact. 

We had occasion to make a wrong 
turning and wind up on a mountain 
road with a little sign, that said “end 
maintained road.” That was an 
understatement. It had both asphalt and 
concrete, heaved, buckled and broken 
by the seasons, swept across. with 
treacherous skeins of sand. It was like a 
paved-over motocross course. The BMW 
in this environment was. unperturbed. 
We got off the ground several times, 
consciously pressing to maintain a high 
average speed. Not only did the big 
machine take it all in stride, tracking 
straight, holding. traction and 
maintaining its safe, predictable stance, 
it was comfortable! Any other road 
bike, ridden on that road at that speed, 
would have done one of two things: 
a) beaten the rider’s behind black and 
blue, b) spit the whole bundle off a sheer 
cliff. Maybe both, in quick succession. 

On this same day, with this 20 mile 
torture test included, we put 650 miles 
on the test bike in less thah 10 hours, 
averaging between 38 and 42 miles per 
gallon. The mileage was almost 
exclusively on twisting mountain roads, 
but also included some flat-out desert 
running and several short bouts with 
in-town traffic. If it weren’t for the 
ubiquitous police, this is a machine you 
can ride a thousand miles in a day, grab 
some restful sack time and be fresh to 
do another thousand miles on the 
morrow. It is that fast and that restful 
to ride fast. 

Since the R9OS is styled as a cafe 
racer, it invites you to ride it like one. Its 
strong points are stability and basic 
roadholding.. Its limiting factors are 
ground clearance and suspension travel. 
It is a machine that demands 
considerable hanging off to be gotten 
around corners quickly in stock form, 
since the sidestand drags on the left, 
while the right rocker cover and the 
right megaphone seem to ground 
simultaneously on that side. (When Reg 
Pridmore wears holes in his rocker 
covers, Butler & Smith buys new ones — 
the rest of us are not so lucky.)

The one Achilles’ heel in the ‘long 
travel forks is the radical way they sack 
down under heavy braking. When this 
happens, rake and trail diminish 
significantly, and the way the machine 
heaves and wobbles on the entry to 
downhill - corners is frightening to 
behold — especially by following riders. 
Fortunately for the guy on the BMW, all 
this wallowing about serves mostly as a 
warning, never -getting out of hand and 
never really disturbing the rider’s chosen 
line. Production racers put the fix on 
this by installing a bottoming spring in 
the fork slider such that the fork leg 
contacts it after the first one-and a-half 
to two inches of fork compression from 
rest. This allows normal travel to cope 
with surface roughness, yet severely 
limits the bottoming tendency under 
braking. 

The braking capabilities of the R90S 
are basically those of a GP bike, 
softened somewhat to prevent 
inadvertent lockup. Front hydraulic 
lever travel is long and progressive, 
allowing precise three-finger control 
from gentle to full lockup (and 
incidentally, encouraging the rider to 
dive deeply into corners with the brakes 
hard on so he can be sure and 
experience the aforementioned wallow). 
The rear drum brake is just progressive 
enough, controllable enough, that you 
barely notice its existence, you simply 
use it to balance against those almighty 
dual disc front brakes any way you 
choose. It hauls down from 100 MPH to 
zero, any time, any place, repeatedly. 
And for 1975, the front discs have 
punched holes in them so they maintain 
their incredible feel without squeal even 
when drowning wet. 

So far we've described a superlative 
superbike with a boulevard ride and 
mind-boggling speed. The frosting on 
the cake makes it worth $3700. Like 
the clock. Ever seen a motorcycle with a 
clock? Not any old garden-variety clock 
like they put in cars (that are never right 
and usually quit running after two 
days). This is a quartz-crystal clock that 
is always running and always right. 
Always. Like plus or minus a second a 
month. 

Or the paint. The silver/smoke finish 
created for the R9OS has to go down as 
a collector’s item in its own right 
(especially since the 1975s will be 
Daytona Orange). Each one is hand 
done and because of this, each one is 
different — has its own unique changes 
of shade and texture that binds it to its 
owner. It is stone castles and 
battlements. It exudes a kind of 
Hohenzollern nobility, a breed of class 
that just can’t be matched. 

Still more. The floating disc brake 
calipers sit behind the fork tubes, where 
their weight is closest to the steering 
axis so they add the least possible to the 
steering inertia. The brake fluid 
reservoir is under the tank rather than 
on the handlebar so its weight, too, is 
isolated from the movable steering. An 
electric float level tells when the fluid is 
low by flashing a panel warning light.

Nothing is wasted. Under that cafe 
seatback lurks an extra luggage boot. 


The shocks have handles on the 
adjusting cams so the preload can be set 
without a special wrench. There is a 
three-position adjustable, hydraulic 
steering damper. 

The drive shaft is rubber-cushioned 
against shock loads (a good idea, since 
shock loads are sure to result if an 
impatient rider tries to beat the 
considerable engine inertia while 
shifting), and the final drive drain 
interval is over 7000 miles. Sure spoils 
you for chains. 

The 38mm _ Del’Orto carbs have 
accelerator pumps powerful enough to 
shoot a free jet of fuel four-and-a half 
feet. The effect is an engine that makes 
75 horsepower at 7200 RPM yet is

never cammy and accepts great gulps of 
throttle at any speed. You'd have better 
luck trying to make an elephant 
stumble. At the end of the camshaft is 
an Eaton “‘gearotor” type oil pump that 
delivers 370 gallons per minute at 6000 
RPM. Š 
The electrical systèm has a 280 Watt 
generating capacity (solid state rectifier 
control), and the starter grunts out just 
over a half an honest (DIN) 
horesepower. It needs to, since the 
9.5:1 compression, 900cc flat twin is a 
hefty pump to turn over. Sometimes it’s 
hefty enough to stall the starter and 
require a second stab at the button to 
get things spinning. The quartz-iodine 
headlamp is the brightest thing that’s

legal (and has a special dispensation 
from the Feds at that). Penetration is 
adequate for 70-plus cruising, though 
the. pattern could use more spread 
close-in for “seeing around comers” at 
night. Nothing in the electrics failed 
during our test. 

There are two glove boxes under the 
hinged, lockable seat. One is forward, 
where the super-fine toolkit nestles 
along with the BMW shop towel and the 
owner’s manual. To the rear, under the 
“cafe” seatback, is a “trunk” big 
enough to accept some rolled up clothes 
and a spot of lunch. 

Now for the picky-picky. Nothing is 
perfect, not even a $3700 motorcycle 
(sob!). The seat is firm and comfortable 


but slippery. Riders love it, because it 


makes hanging off easier. Passengers are 
less enthusiastic, because the slick seat 
makes it nearly impossible to get a good 
grip against the beast’s savage go and 
stop power. 

The speedometer reads about 10% 
optimistic at 100 MPH. (Picky, picky, 
picky.) Our test bike was a sometimes 
reluctant cold starter, and a very 
reluctant cold idler. The sidestand must 
be titanium, because it strikes up a 
shower of ‘sparks when it drags the 
pavement. 

Uh, about that sidestand. It is spring 
loaded to pop up automatically when 
the motorcycle is moved. If the bike 
gets nudged inadvertently, over she 
goes. We think the R90S (and it’s not 
alone this year) sits too close to vertical 
on the sidestand. Since most roads are 
cambered for drainage, when you park 
at the curbside, this puts the bike 
dangerously close to overbalance. The 
windblast from’ a passing truck blew 
ours over once. The stand is configured 
as it is to prevent an owner from riding 
away with it down and _ highsiding 
himself, which is an admirable safety 
idea. Still, there ought to be a better 
way. For the present, the best solution 
is self discipline. Park it on the 
centerstand if you don’t want it to fall 
over. 

The fork lock requires a special key 
with a hinged fob, so the fork tube 
won’t break the key head off should the 
forks swing around while fishing for the 
lock hole. We found out about that the 
hard way. 

There’s a little combustion roughness 
combined with a bit of a rocking 
vibration at low lugging speeds. The 
engine is at its smoothest from 3100 
RPM on up. è 

What else? Ummm-uhhh ...you 
know, you really have to work hard to 
criticize this motorcycle. Most people 
will never use up the available cornering 
clearance, even though it can be used 
up. The racers fit a 19-inch rear wheel 
and tire to gain a little extra lift. 

The BMW R90S comes the closest to 
being a “Grand Turismo” motorcycle of 
anything we’ve tested. But consider its 
birthplace, in central Europe where 
cobby roads are the rule, rather than the 
exception and everybody rides fast. It 
was designed for a demanding 
environment even before it achieved a 
market niche in this country. 

It “speaks softly, but with great 
authority. It has two messages for the 
beholder. 1) T am fast. and 2) The man 
on my back is rich. (Next year, when 
its Daytona Orange, it will tend to 
scream the former and whisper the 
latter.) If you’ve got the money to buy 
it and a place to ride it that’s not 
wall-to-wall traffic cops, it’s worth every 
cent of the asking price. In an era of big 
government and little people, the BMW 
R90S may be the last of the great 
classics.

Washougal wraps

WASHOUGAL, WASH., OCT. 13 

This last race of the ’74 season 
was billed as a‘mud race. Normally 
that’s all you could expect in 
these parts in the middle of 
October, but Indian Summer is 
still hanging in there strong.

Davis’ tranny went sour and he was 
unable to come to the line for the 
second moto. This time Wilson got the 
hole shot and Simmons was second. 
Burkinshaw — and Limbeck both 
scratched back in the pack but by the 
time Simmons got settled in the lead 
they were up to second and third. 
Limbeck went- by Burkinshaw and 
began the advance on Simmons. This 
time it was Limbeck taking the win and 
second overall. Burkinshaw got the big 
money with-one-three finishes. 

Larry Nibler almost pulled a real 
upset in the Open Pros. He dusted off 
his old CZ, put on some Montesa forks 
and Bilstein shocks to wind up with a 
bike that brought a gleam to his eye and 
a first moto win. Casey Vail (Mai) 
pushed him hard early in the race but 
retired with a blown head gasket. Bob 
Rush (Bul) gained the lead for a while 
with Nibler and Butch Waymire (Yam) 
hounding him. At the one lap flag the 
three were almost side by side. In the 
last lap Rush let off a little and both 
Nibler and Waymire got by. Nibler again 
led in the second moto but a flat tire 
dropped him to a seventh finish. Rush 
took over again and held on to win with 
Waymire second. 

There was also a winner-take-all 
match race for $25. First moto winners 
of each Pro class were stagger-started to 
run twò laps backwards. Burkinshaw, 
Sun and Nibler participated. Sun got the 
money but everyone got some thrills — 
especially on the uphill-turned-downhill 
jump. 

A keg for the riders at the end of the 
race dried up and disappeared just as 
fast as it could be poured as people 
started looking forward to next spring’s 
opening. o

motorcycle wants to jump up and down 
as it rides over them. When the rear 
wheel rides up the side of one of these 
bumps it just goes on up in the air. 

Also, when the rear wheel lands on 
the next whoop-de, the suspension 
compresses. When the wheel gets to the 
top of the bump and the wheel starts to 
sail off in the air, the rear springs want 
to unwind right then and if they do, 
they will also propel the rear end up 
into the air. 

The most important purpose of 
shock absorbers on a motocross bike. is 
to prevent the springs from flinging the 
rear end of the bike up in the air. They 
do this by having enough damping on 
the rebound stroke. 

A lot of riders confuse having enough 
damping on the expansion stroke with 
the proportioning of damping between 
compression and expansion. Some 
shocks are made with so-called 50-50 
damping, which means that the damping 
is the same going up or going down. 
Some are made with less damping on 
compression and more on rebound and 
these are described as 30-70 or 20-80 or 
something like that. Riders will argue 
about whether 30-70 is better than 
50-50 and fail to recognize that the 
fundamental requirement in the 
whoop-de-doos and other places on the 
track is to have enough damping. 

All of the well-known brands of 
shock absorbers that riders prefer to use 
and win races with have about the same 
pattern on a shock testing machine. 
They all have less resistance to 
compression and more resistance when 
they are expanding. They did not all 
proportion the two parts in exactly the 
same way, but the patterns of good 
shock absorbers such as Betor, Koni and 
Girling were all about the same. 

I ‘said earlier to start your 
rear-suspension tuning with a good set 
of shocks. If they aren't any good to 
begin with then you can never get set up 
properly no matter what you do. The 
best test I know for your shocks is to 
ride hard over the whoop-de-doos with 
the proper riding technique which we 
will get into later in the book. If you 
feel the back end kicking up in the air 
either your springs are too strong, or 
maybe you need better shocks, or both. 
Maybe your shocks are worn out and 
not damping enough. 

Some shocks are adjustable for the 
amount of damping. Koni has such an 
adjustment and so does Arnaco. Because 
the amount of damping should be in 
proportion to the strength of the springs 
and the weight of the vehicle, adjustable 
damping seems like a good idea. If you 
have. that feature, you have one more 
thing to test and try when you are 











setting up. Another advantage, which 
may be more important is that the 
variable damping adjustment can be 
used to compensate for wear inside the 
shock and reduced friction. 

Test your rear dampers to be sure 
they are working. A good way is pull off 
the springs and work the damper in and 
out with your hands. Not too scientific 
but you can learn to feel the damping 
and judge if it is enough. If the rear end 
leaps around too much, you probably 
don’t have enough damping. The 
proportion of damping, such as 50-50 or 
30-70 is probably not as important as 
having the right amount of damping. If 
you have a brand of shock that nobody 
thinks is much good, change it for one 
of the better brands. If you have a good 
brand and it isn’t giving performance, it 
needs rebuilding. 

When you know’ you have good 
damping, ride the bike for spring tests. 
Use the lightest springs you can that

don’t let the suspension bottom out 
frequently. Set the preload properly and 
don’t use it to compensate for springs 
that are too weak for your weight. Then 
check the springs occasionally by 
noticing if they sag more when you sit 
on the bike. 

The same basic ideas apply to the 
front suspension. Because there is more 
travel at the front, the springs are 
normally weaker. You can hold on the 
front brake and push the front fork up 
and down with your hands and you can 
feel the damping. 

Front fork springs can also. be 
changed for stronger or weaker but it is 
not usual to have to do it. If you are 
bottoming the front end a lot and you 
have a reasonable amount of damping, 
then you probably need stronger

Ride your motorcycle. 
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CRC Team MX

CARLSBAD, CAL., OCT. 20 

A two-hour moto is long — even 
‘by International standards. But 
that is how long it was from green 
flag to checkered today on the 
U.S. 500 Grand Prix course at 
Carlsbad. The CRC came up with 
another innovative approach to 
having fun racing motorcycles. It 
was similar’ in concept to the 
‘‘marathons” favored in Northern 
California but a type of event rarely 
seen in the greater SoCal racing area: a 
two-man team motocross. 


If nothing else, it was a gas to bounce 
over the same course that Wolsink, 
Mikkola, and DeCoster had so 
thoroughly zapped a few months earlier. 
And there was something else: the 
opportunity to run two 30-minute 
motos, while in the back of your mind 
there’s always the feeling that if you do 
screw up, your partner will be able to 
make up the positions so everything will 
be OK. So, unpressured, most riders 
didn’t screw up. At least not until the 
end. Sloppy low-speed crashes got fairly 
prevalent in the last 10-15 minutes of 
racing as fatigue caught up but with 
maybe 60 riders of all purported skill 
levels on the track at once. There were 
no serious injuries in four hours of 
motocross, and Carlsbad is not a 
particularly easy track. (We suspect we 
should thank “Uncle Rolf” Tibblin for 
the fact that Carlsbad remains all nice 
and motocross-like. We don’t thank him 
for running his school there so that all 
the good lines are full of bumps. It’s 
obvious where a good rider is supposed 
to ride at Carlsbad; Rolf has worn a

groove in some of the corners and 
straights. 

The course got less easy as the day 
wore on. Novices used berms that were 
not what the GP riders had used and ran 
through the ones that the small field of 
Experts was trying to construct and 
reconstruct. The bumps got very big and 
very hard, making the uphill quite 
interesting. When there’s no good line, 
you take the least worse one. 

An unofficial check of some 
reasonably negotiated lap times 
indicated numbers around 2:20. During 
the GP, times were in the 1:55 to 2:00 
range. We could figure out where 10 
seconds could be made up on a 
smoother, better-prepared track. Where 
do the other 15 seconds go away? It 
seems that the laws of physics and 
mechanics get in there somewhere 
making: it impossible. Everybody should 
race Carlsbad once just to have an 
appreciation of the Grand Prix riders 
when they compete there. 


Only some of the Expert finishing 
positions had been calculated for the 
cash payback at day’s end. Beginners 
and Novices will have to wait until all 
the lap charts are sorted out to find out 
if you trophied for sure. (In maybe a 
week or so... Editor.) Quickest teams 


` of the day was clearly Craig Adams and 


Mike Foreman on a. strong-running 
Husqvarna. They not only went fastest 
but were probably the smoothest for 
the full two hours in the 500 Expert 
class. The fast-smooth act may well 
interrelate. One young lady, Marion 
Kom, I believe, blew everybody’s mind 
at the sign-up booth when she entered 
the 250 Novice class — riding solo. 
There was a popular sentiment to give 
her a trophy right then. Ron Siegler and 
John Smith (Really?) led the little 
Elsinore parade in the 125 Expert class. 
First through sixth gears must have been 
“all right” as per Beach Boys’ Honda 
lore. 





Without keeping our literal handful 
of fans in suspense any longer, we’re 
happy to inform you that a greedy 
Team Turkey turned Pro For A Day, 
paid the extra entry fee and finished 
oné position out of the money, just like 
when we were non-Pros. Oh, well... 


The team motocross format is great 
in giving every rider two full 30-minute 
motos (or four 15-minute motos if your 
mind runs that. way) just like the big 
time. You gained extra minutes for 
smooth handoffs when switching riders, 
though we didn’t see too many riders in 
a panicky hurry about it all, This 
particular CRC effort, including the 
format, has to be counted a success in

again, because you've changed so much 
in the meantime. You should never 
think you’re through.” It’s clear he’s 
had a large amount of influence in 
setting up his Harleys, at least in part, 
he admits, because the change from 
Triumph to Harley-Davidson was a lot 
bigger jump than he had originally 
anticipated. He discovered he did have 
to have bikes set up to suit him exactly. 

I’m curious about what makes a 
racer’s season and ask him what the high 
point of the one just ended was. 

“Tt was pretty mice getting back in 
the winner’s circle at Nationals,” he 
replies with little hesitation, “and I was 
getting paid more for doing it than ever 
before.” I’m startled when he lists the 
Talladega road race experience as his 
personal Bummer of the Year. He seized 
two RR-250 engines, one of them from 
Walter Villa’s championship bike, within 
four laps. He also got-a broken 
collarbone out of the deal. 

“I was really pretty down after that. 
There I was at the race, spectating. The 
Yamahas were running 1-2-3, I think, in 
the Combined and all I could think was 
‘There they go. There’s nobody out 
there to stop them,’ That was a real 
bummer. 

“You know, I wish I could think of 
something interesting to tell you for 
your réport,” Gary says reflectively 
later in the day. It occurs to me that he 
doesn’t think any of our talk has been 
interesting because it’s mostly about 
him and he’s lived it already. “Gary, 
don’t worry about it,” I say. He is still 
trying very hard to be correct and 


explicit. 

We talk some about physical 
conditioning, whether its even 
necessary for Half-mile, road racing, 
those kinds of basically “sit-down” 
events. 

“I like to play handball and a little 
tennis,” Gary says. “Only _there’s 


nobody around here who'll play tennis 
with me because I beat ‘em. But I don’t 
think they're very good,” he opines. 
“Handball, though, that’s a good 
workout. I'll try for anything that’s still 
moving, any shot.”

“Do you work out regularly, in a 
gym, or running?”

But this year 
I have a specific’ objective... to get 
ready...” He looks down at the 
plastered leg. 


“Lotta therapy there,” I remember 
from my wasted knees. Gary nods 
seriously. You can see he isn’t really 
looking forward to it and you can see 
just as surely he will pursue it until he is 
back to 100% again. 

“I don’t like to go out there and race 
when you're hurt. Most of the time 
you're just going to hurt yourself worse 
and probably not do much anyhow.” 

I poke around in Gary’s traveling van 
trying to pick up some ideas on building 
a comfortable bed while retaining the 
space for two or three. bikes. The 
internal modifications are simple, direct, 
and entirely functional. No fringe, no 
frills, no fancy paint job. The bike racks 
are built-in precisely right and seem 
much stronger than necessary. There is a 
space built for maybe 12 or 15 tires and 
a roll-out toolbox under the bed. A 
yellow Sting Ray 350 sits in front of the 
van. It will be quite a while before Gary 
can drive it again. He talks about selling 
it. 






























Their little boy, Dave, gets up from 
his nap and Gary Scott explains to me 
who really runs the Scott household: 
Dave, of course. It's clear that this son is 
much loved and a little bit indulged. He 
is fascinated by my big dog and the 
smoke coming out of my pipe and I can 
tell that anybody offering this many 
new diversions is welcomed as far as he’s 
concerned. Gary never stops ‘smiling 
when Dave is around except when he 
tries with mock seriousness to discipline 
him. 

“I wanted to raise him to be a 
toughie,” grins Gary, “and now it’s 
backfired. He’s plenty tough enough but 
now you can’t spank him; that doesn’t 
work. Running out of ideas, I have to 
bribe him, You know: ‘Be a good boy 
and I'll give you a cookie,” 

Gary suggests a Mexican restaurant 
when I mention dinner, a place where 
lhe knows the food is good. At least, it 
was two years ago. Donna- changes 
clothes, Dave puts his. shoes and a 
sweater on, I wash my hands, and Gary 
puts several pounds of cast up on the 
engine compartment of the van as we 
head off early so we’ll beat the crowd. 
Sure we will. The place is packed and 
for some reason, as we walk into Taxco 
“Real Mexican Food” the whole place 
goes quiet and everybody turns to look 
at Gary on his crutches, “God, I felt like 
jumping up in the air and going ‘Yahoo’ 
or something,” he says as we sit at the 
last available table. 

Gary orders an all-beef burrito which 
ums out to be monstrous when it 
arrives, along with some rice. We mess 
around in’ the guacamole and Dave 
learly likes the chips and the gooey 
onsistency of the mashed avocadoes. 
Donna has an enchilada while the 
pigman of reporters manages to stuff 
down a tostada, a cheese enchilada, a 
burrito, and most of the guacamole 
before getting to the beans and rice. 

“With Mexican food, we should have 
Mexican beer,” Gary announces. He 
ook the words right out of my mouth 

































so the harried waitress brings us some 
Carta Blanca. Yum, yum, slurp, eat, 
munch. Dave decides he wants to stand 
up so he can better see and point out 
things of interest in the room to us. 
Gary moves his crutches so that one 
of. those older ladies that seem to 


inhabit every Southern California 
suburb can move into the next booth. 
You've seen her before, She is wearing a 
slightly out-of-style pants suit which 
barely fits her, has blue-rinsed gray hair 
waved just so, and thick harlequin 
glasses with rhinestones in the corners. 
She sits for maybe 15 minutes swiveling 
her head owlishly from the hairy, 
bearded writer smearing enchilada sauce 
all over his face to the nice family with 
the young man in a full leg cast. A nice 
young family who actually seems to be 
enjoying each other rather than barely 
muting the snarls and hopeless, 
end-of-day looks exchanged between 
the other early eaters. 

Finally, she turns to Gary all 
solicitous-like and asks, “How did you 
hurt your leg?” 

He doesn’t hesitate a second, just 
says, “I was riding my motorcycle and 
ran into a post.” She goes tsk, tsk 
shaking her head, “Those 
motorcycles ...’’ But Gary smiles right 
on, “No, it’s that post. It didn’t move.” 
I nearly gag trying to keep from 
laughing. She trips over his crutches 
again on the way out. 

At home again, we talk about kids, 
families, brothers, and how we’d prefer 
to define those relationships. Dave 
wants to read to me but at 
two-and-a-half, his vocabulary is pretty 
small. Gary wants to watch TV. I 
promise to meet him at Ascot before 
the National Half-mile, and get up to 
make my goodbyes. 

“OK. I'll be up in the box beside the 
announcer’s booth. About seven. We'll 
watch the heats.” 

They have just finished qualifying 
when I get there. Gary sits alone in his 
yellow “Goodyear” jacket in the 
pressbox. He informs me that Harley 
rider Rex Beauchamp has already set 
fast time. People coming in and out of 
the press-announcing stand all smile at 
Gary and ask how he is. Everybody 
looks at me suspiciously, undecided 
whether they should try to throw me 
out or not. Whenever Gary replies, 
“pretty good.” or “fine.” to the 
inquiries about his health, I grin along 
stupidly and sometimes nod my head 
like I’m there to confirm how good he 
feels. Actually he’s a little concerned 
because his “temporary” cast now 
seems to be on there permanently and 
has gone soft on the bottom and he 
can’t put any weight on his leg or it 
swells up painfully. 

“Pm supposed to go down there and 
stand around with the riders,” Gary says 
ruefully. “I’m not too happy about 
everybody seeing me in this cast and on 
crutches.” But he gets up and goes 
down to the pits where, after a while, 
Roxy Rockwood announces all the past 
Ascot winners there tonight. Four of 
them: , Gary, Al Gunter, Tom 
Rockwood, and Sammy Tanner, are not 
in leathers. They’re not racing. Roxy 
comes on with a barrelful of anecdotal 
Statistics as each rider is announced. 
Gary’s ovation is bigger than anyone 
else’s ... except for Kenny Roberts!

springs. If you can’t keep the front end 
on the ground, then maybe the springs 
are too strong, 

It is common and recommended 
practice to change the weight of oil used 
in the front forks to vary the damping 
to suit rider preference. Most manuals 
recommend motor oil and they may call 
for a certain amount of 30-weight or 
20-weight oil. You can change the grade 
of oil to get different handling, but you 
should never alter the amount. The fork 
is designed to work with that amount of 
oil inside and will not function properly 
with either more or less. 

You should also be prepared to 
change the grade of fork oil according 
to temperatures. I was at a track for two 
weekends last fall. On the first weekend 
the daytime temperature was in the 
seventies. On the next race day it was in 
the thirties and- drizzling. I had 
30-weight oil in the forks and on the 
warm day it worked fine. When I went 
out to the bike on that cold morning 
the forks were so stiff I could hardly 
move them. I wasn’t racing that day so I 
didn’t change the fork oil but if I had, I 
would have tried 20-weight and if that 
was too stiff I would have gone to 
10-weight. I might have wound up with 
some mixture such as half 10-weight 
and half 20-weight. 

For sure, | would never have raced 
the bike on that cold day with the same 
30-weight oil in the forks. 

You should drain out the old.oil in 
the forks and replace it periodically — 
your manual should tell you how often. 
If you buy an MX bike it won’t have 
any speedometer or odometer to record 
the miles traveled but the manual may 
tell you. the mileage at which you 
should change the fork oil. In that case, 
guess at it or change it every three 
months or so. 

If your fork seals are not leaking, 
you don’t have to worry about the oil 
inside as much and you don’t have to 
change it as often. If the seals are letting 
oil out, they are also letting dirt back in. 
When you drain you will get out some 
abrasive black sludge instead of fairly 
clean-looking oil. You can develop your 
own oil-changing schedule by looking at 
the condidtion of the fork oil when you 
drain it out. If it is really cruddy, you 
waited too long. 

Some of the fork seals that come 
stock on a bike are not much good. I 
have seen them leaking on the 
showroom floor. There are replacement 
seals guaranteed not to leak for one 
year. I have used them and they work 
fine for me. Some of the manufacturers 
are now covering up the forks with a 
corrugated rubber cover and that will 
make the seals last longer because it 
keeps dirt out of them. If you install 
new seals or rubber covers, you have to 
take the forks apart to do it but then 
you shouldn’t have seal problems for a 
long time. 

Sometimes at a school we will be 
practicing on some difficult piece of the 
track and a rider will say, “My bike just 
won't go through there.” I may get on 
his machine to find out what his 
problem is and when I lift up on the 
bars going through the section, the front 
wheel ‘shoots out and goes “Clang.” 
Then when I put it down again the fork 
compresses completely and maybe the 
tire hangs up inside the fender. The 
reason the rider thinks he can’t ‘ride 
through the place we are working on is 
he’s afraid it is going to flip him over 
the handlebars when that tire locks up 
in the fender well. If he put the right 
weight and amount of oil in his forks he 
wouldn’t have the problem.

As the pressbox starts to fill up with 
big names and ladies much more 
decorative than I, I join Gary in the pits 
where it immediately feels more 
comfortable among the riders and 
mechanics. Gene Romero comes over 
and spends some time talking with 
Gary, apparently genuinely concerned 
about his former sometimes Triumph 
teammate. We talk with Corky Keener, 
who has won more half-miles this year 
than any other pro. He seems like an 
even nicer guy than his press clippings 
would indicate but luck is against him 
all night in this National at Ascot. It’s 
nice to meet Corky. Gary talks with him 
just a little about racing back East, 
which he plans to start in the spring 
after he moves back to Ohio. 

Gary stands quietly, balancing on one 
foot near the top of the Ascot TT jump. 
We watch the first heat line up. I ask 
who he favors and he tells me the names 
of the three riders who will finish first. 
They do, as predicted, less than four 
minutes later. He picks the first two in 
the next heat. He’s right again. In his 
brother’s heat, after I prod a little, he 
figures Hank for top three. Hank wastes 
a couple of laps, then finally sets up just 
right coming out of Turn Two, doesn’t 
wait to gas it, and wins his heat. 

“If Mark Williams gets a good start, 
he’s about the only one who can stay 
with Kenny,” Gary offers. “He rides 
this strange line which is really fast 
going in. It’s down close to the pole but 
it’s not one you can keep up for more 
than four or five laps.” Everything goes 
aş Gary Scott says it will. Roberts 
sweeps around everybody in the first 
turn, bobbling and correcting in Ascot’s 
wet, tacky outside. Only Mark Williams 
can stay near him, riding his line that 
doesn’t seem to have any exit point, and 
Roberts, who looks to be trying too 
hard, wins his heat. The crowd really 
digs it. 

Hank comes swaggering over, 
clumpy-footed with steel shoe, a few 
seconds after his heat. “Well, I did it,” 
he grins, obviously very pleased with 
himself. Gary is fairly pleased for him 
but is clearly more aware of the 
competition in the Main. 

“You're really going to have to ride 
hard the whole way to win it,” he says. 
Hank is irrepressible. You can tell he is 
only half-listening, already watching the 
green flag in his mind. “I’m pumped!” 
he says and clumps off to his pit. Carl 
Patrick is even more excited when he 
talks to Gary. 

“I think Hanky can win, don’t you, 
Gary?” he asks with justifiable tuner’s 
pride in a strong-running XR that looks 
fairly ordinary and just a trifle ratty. 

“If he’s going to win it, he’s going to 
have to ride his ass off for 20 laps,” 
Gary maintains. 

Carl barely listens, can’t quit 
grinning, and does a couple of little 
sprints on the Harley down the back 
straight pit wall, ostensibly to see if the 
bike’s pulling cleanly but probably for 
the sheer joy of it all. 

We never get back to the crowded 
pressbox and watch from the pit wall 
when Terry Dorsch takes a Triumph to 
win the Trophy Final by maybe 
half-a-lap. After getting hot chocolate, I 
find Gary sitting on the wall talking to 
Barry Sheene, the English road racer 
and Formula 750 World Champion on 
Suzuki (though it seems like U.S. 
Suzuki doesn’t know that). Barry is full 
of questions about half-mile racing and 
Gary has a few about road racing in 
Europe. 

It turns out that this is one of Gary’s 
most sought-after goals. He would like 
to road race in World Championship 
Grands Prix. Better than that, he would 
like to be part of an American team that 
would compete in at least some of the 
World Championship rounds. He 
suggests an oil company, or some 





comparable outfit, as the main sponsor, 
with American riders on their own 
brand of bikes in different classes. It 
coccurs to me that Gary Scott could be 
250cc Road Race World Champion. 

“Maybe . . . after I learn the tracks. If 
I could just do a few meetings over 
there this next year. Then the year after 
that...” His eyes get very distant and 
hopeful. The idea gets some 
reinforcement when Erv Kanemoto 
comes over and talks for quite a while 
with Gary.-Erv is one of the tallest 
Japanese-Americans I’ve ever met, well 
over six feet, and one of the best tuners 
of any extraction in the world. Gary 
remembers the job Erv did on the 
Rickmans for the Houston short track 
and is very impressed with his 
knowledge and complete dedication to 
the job. There is talk about Erv tuning 
for Gary when he road races in the 
Grands Prix. Erv is interested; Gary is 
interested. 

Some friends come over, including 
two attractive young ladies, and 
everybody starts to kid Gary. We swap 
some bizarre hospital stories and Gary 
smiles a lot as the atmosphere gets 
looser. He later comments on how tacky 
the Ascot oval is staying due to the 
relatively high humidity. 

“The outside is really sticky but you 
have to watch going out there because 
it’s so wet, it'll stand you right up and 
then ... high side.” Most riders are able 
to ride the tight inside line and there are 
several good lines around the oval all 
night, which leads to some good racing 
that draws yelps of pleasure from Gary 
and wows from me. 

Everybody agrees that the Main is 
talent-loaded, a very good National. It is 
Kenny Roberts’ chance to complete a 





grand slam of victories in every type of 
National event but there is a general 
feeling in the pits, hard to pin down, 
that he won’t. He doesn’t. 

Brother Hank reads the starter 
perfectly and gets off the line first but 
misses the shift to second going into the 
first turn and drops back six or eight 
places. Gary and I watch Hank as he 
moves up steadily and quickly from 
about tenth to fourth, closing the gap 
noticeably on Mark Williams each lap. 
All our concentration is on the race for 
third. Gary thinks Hank’s over-revving it 
at the end of the straights. It does sound 
like it. There is little or no broadsliding 
on the tacky track. Everybody drives 
around the corners in their selected 
orbits. Hank times it just right. On the 
next to last lap, he tries a slightly 
different line and finds it will get him 
by Mark Williams. On the last turn, he 
goes all the way on that line to finish 
third and carry the Scott family name 
into the winner's circle. 

A lot of people come over to Gary 
after the Main. “Hey, what about your 
brother?” “In the Main, he’s just one of 
the pack,” Gary notes quietly. 

“Wow, you're going to have to look 
out for him next year!” 

“There’ll be some interesting racing,” 
the older Scott says quietly. Gary asks 
for a hot dog, gets a hamburger, from 
the infield concession stand. He buys 
me a beer. “Make it a large one,” he 
grins at me, having gauged my Carta 
Blanca consumption at dinner. He 
munches cautiously at the Ascot 
doubleburger and negotiates the 
crowded pits carefully on his crutches, 
stopping to talk to fans and friends, 
finally arriving at Terry Dorsch’s van. 
They have been good buddies for a long 





and they kid each other 
unmercifully, Terry allowing as how if 
Gary could ride, he wouldn’t be wearing 
that silly cast. Gary gets in a few pointed 
jibes of his own then we say goodbye as 
the lights go out at. Ascot, the last 
National event of the 1974 season: the 
Half-mile that Gary Scott should have
